The Peadantry Peril. 
Dr. J.C. Ferguson, Adviser to 
the President's Office, and author 


djof “Ontlines of Chinese Art,” 


gave 8 most intaresting and 
instructive Jecture on the subject ° 
of Chinese art, ander the aus- | 
pices of the Union Church Liter- 
ary and Social Guild Tientsin, 
recently. 

Comparing the art of China with 
that of the West, the. lecturer 
stated the former, is invariably re- 
flective, While the latter is scion- 
tific and midterialistic. In the 
masenms ot the West con- 
tributions have been secured from 
all nations, resulting in an artistic 
hodge-podge, while, on the other 
hand, in the :nuseums of Chine 
there is nothing hybrid: the 
Chinese have been a continaoua 
race where governmert, literat ure 
and art have. contributed one to - 
the other. 

The lecturer traced the broaden- 
ing interest of Westerners in 
Chinese art from-the time of 
Murco Polo on through the fond- 
ness for porcelain im the Eliza-’ 
bethan period down to the tast 
twenty-five. years, in which every 
branch of this art has been ex- 
plored.

IN NORTHCLIFFE'S 


FOOTSTEPS. 


A TRIP TO MACAO—AND 
BACK. 


{SPECLAL TO THE “TELEGRAPH."] 


Before I set sail for these 
shores, T had read an account by 
the late Lord Nartheliife of his 
visit-to old-world Macao, which 
he termed the Riviera of the East. 
and I made up my mind that I 
should journey one day to that 
Portuguesa colony. with all its 
traditions of the past, and see for 
myself whatits attractions were 
like. 

The opportunity came recently, 
and I arranged to do the trip with 
a friend who had been there ance 
before. Well, briefly, we had a 
most enioyable day, and decided 
thit Macao really required about 
a week ta beexplored thoroughly 
--and profusely photographed— 
atone’s leisure. When its special 
appeal (apart from the cambling 
tables) becomes better Known 10 
tourists, | venture to predict a 
great flood of sightseers; and they 
should hurrs, perhaps, before a 
severe typhoon or carthquake 
demolixhes some of the remaining 
curiosities of the place. But 
T am anticipating. 

We had arranged to leave by 
an early-morning boat~as it 
happened it was a vessel of p racy 
renowft—and prepared ourselves 
fora barrage of “ snapshooting ™ 
by Laying in a stock of films 
and overhauling our trusty 
cameras. Horace (my chum) 
has a wonderful instrument, 
which sometimes gets surpdsing 
tesultzs. ft has half the buckram 
(or whatever it is) covering gone. 
and in other ways exhibits the 
tung and faithful service to which 
it has been puts but it was well 
worth the $10 he paid for it. 
second-hand.. Mine cost about 
the Same when it was new— 
but that’ was in pre-war days, of 
course. . 

The morning broke chilly and 
drizzly tas was only to be ex- 
pected! ©} hurried forth to our 
rendezvous, and arrived six 
minutes late. To my relief, 
Horace wus not there, so. I said 
to myself, I could take him 
to task for oversleeping when 
he eventually arrived. Fifteen 
minutes later [ was telephoning 
frantically to tis hotel to know 
whether he was coming or not. 
Somehow, they heart me at the 
other end : though some workmen 
on the roof of the Star Ferry pier 
(1 wax using the public "phone 
there) were doing their, best te 
emulate the village smith at his 
anvil, Elorace, of course, had 
departed. [ found I had" ten 
minutes in hand; and jumped 
intoa ricksha, told the man to 
“faitee,” cursed two coolies, a 


brag, and three praya loafers who 


got in the way and delayed us, 
and reached the boat as the gany- 
way was being unhitched. To 
sail or nos ty sail, that was 
the question- until J. espied a 
wortied-looking Horace on deck. 

When we met, he told a thrill 
ing tale of a missed ferry, a taxi 
driver whe had no senge of local 
geography, and a race for the ship 
in which he beat me by just two 
minutes. Anyhow, we had started! 

[ wish those Indian guards 
would not fiddle about with their 
cities in that nonchalant manner, 
with the muzzles pointed first at 
one’s head and then at one’s 
stomach. ust before tiffin, too. 
I believe those things have been 
known to go off. 

Macao ig pretty—and quaint. 
We reached there just when 
Horace and 1- were deciding to 
write up a first-class piracy yara 
for the Wide World Magazine, for 
which purpose he wanted to 
“snap" me leaning up against 
one ofthe ship's grills. 

We took some views of the 
fishing fleet, with its nets slung 
upto the masts to dry, and the 
Coltour of Macao from the sea, in- 
cluding the minature fort (at the 
mercy of a single discharge from a 
roodern battleship) with two sol- 
diers very visible and quite a big 
flag floating overhead in the 
wintry breeze. 

We decided to do without a 
Buide (Horace avowing his re- 
Inembrance of localities), and to 
do most of our exploring on foot. 

How can one put into words of 
adequate expression one’s first 
impressions of the:splace? With 
its narrow, sloping, twisting, 
cobble-stone streets; its rusted 
iron lampcholders set in the 
walls; ite old-fashioned bnuild- 
ings, its ruins, and its actually 
antique atmosphere, it recalled 
many.a scene in the old-world 
towns of Southern Europe. One 
feature of many of the ‘most 
congested’ streets was’ their 
cleanliness; aid another thing 
that struck me was the plentiful 
supply of. policemen. We also 
wondered bow the postmen found 
addresses, asarcadway appeared 


“tdid not crowd round 


to change ita name overy fifteen | 
ortwenty yards, . 

A remarkable feature of the 
Chinese population was their 
apparent contentedness, and. 
their very sensible demeanour 
(compared with some of the. 
populace of. Hongkong} They 
us, ar 
flee whan we turned our camerss 
on, them, and they moved out ‘of 
the way when we wanted to take 
some view whore instinct sp- 
parently told them thoy would be 
an obstruction. Andadult beggars 
were conspicuons by their 
absence. 

One cannot omit reference to 
the post and telegraph office, 
presumably the only one they 
have. We wanted to despatch 
some postcards, and went in to 
buy stamps. It proved to be a 
place of one-room dimensitns, 
with a portion ‘about fifteen feet. 
hy four feet divided off for the 
public. There was no ink to be 
had. when 1 found my fountain 
pen had randry. Wehad to gum 
the stamps to make them stick, 
and this we did by smearing the 
muucitsge on from two glass- 
topped “desks” which. were - 
plentifully smeared with gum, 
and dirt. An alleged paste pot 
had nothing in it; and instead 
of a brush there was a 
small chip of bamboo cAcinal tu 
the dysSt) We had never before 
been in such a post office, in all 
ourtravels.  ~ 

In getting our change, we 
were given surplus stamps for 
the three cents or so due tous. 
Horace, by mistake, took up some 
'stamps|in tended foran old Chinese 
woman next to bim, and the girl 
who was selling them took them 
from his hand with a glance of 
deep reproach and a perfect 
Latin grace*that.made us feel 
quite apologetic! . Unfortanately 
she spoke very little English, and 
we knew no Portuguese. 

The time seemed to pass all too 
quickly as we trained our cameras 
first here and then there at scenes 
of interest. There was something 
worth “taking” almost at every 
turn. Our Mecca was the ruined 
Cathedral of the Mother of Our 
Lord (so we translated the ins- 
cription) which stands on a hill 
next to an old fortress, and forms 
a isndmark visible some way 
out at sea We caught sight 
of itever and anon, to the right 
then to the left, and it seemed to 
disappear most exasperatingly. I 
tried the word “ Eglisa” on an 
Indian constable, without visible . 
result. This attempt to turn 
French into Portuguese iy @ 
rfrost. We had practically given 
up hopes and decided to return 
to the ship, when we tumeda 
corner, «rl there tras the ruin not 
fifty yards array» 

It is only the fecade that is 
left, and the fates grant that it 
lasts for many a long gear 
yet. The figures 
sculptured on the stonework are 
very striking. the winged devil 
and grisly skeleton especially. 
«is one.gazed on that relic: of the 
past, visions of roving grandees 
with ruffs, doublet and hose 
crossed one’s mind...... 

We had no’ time——and hardly 
the inclination——to try our luck 
at the tables; and on the way 
back we. listened to the ‘ex- 
periences of an American whom 
the goddess of chance appeared 
to have deserted. 

Well, here's to Macao, the 
absolutely unique!
